Lewis  Hahn  first  appeared.  When  our  first  term 
at  Classical  drew  to  a  close,  we  greeted  with 
condescension  the  new  arrivals  to  our  ranks, 
little  realizing  that  among  them  were  Phyllis 
Romanoff  and  Susan  Singer,  future  graduation 
speakers.  In  March,  Bobby  Bachrach's  exhibition 
on  electroluminesence  won  first  prize  at  the 
Classical  Science  Fair. 

Spring  came  to  our  campus;  Mr.  McKinley 
sported  a  fresh  pansy  every  day.  We  turned 
out  in  large  numbers  to  view  the  Senior  Play, 
The  Barretts  of  Wimpole  Street.  When  the  "E" 
list  was  published,  we  learned  that  Harriet 
Glickman  was  the  first  one  of  us  to  have 
achieved  a  5  -"E"  rating.

It  was  September,  1957.  The  scene  was  the 
school  auditorium.

MICHAEL  G.  TRONIC 

We  have  just  completed  a  long  sleigh  ride; 
our  cheeks  are  not  red  from  the  lash  of  the 
wind,  nor  do  our  hands  ache  from  the  bitter 
cold  weather.  We  have  enjoyed  the  ride,  but 
we  have  not  as  yet  paid  our  transportation  fare. 
After  a  trip  of  three  years,  we  have  at  last 
reoched  our  destination.  My  analogy  is  not 
difficult  to  understand:  conducted  by  our 
parents  and  by  our  teachers,  we  have  travelled 
through  the  realms  of  youth  and  of  knowledge 
without  being  physically  affected  by  the  long 
and  arduous  route.  Today,  however,  our  journey 
ends,  because  we  have  reached  our  destination: 
graduation.  For  our  trip,  we  must  repay  the 
drivers;  but  the  question  arises  as  to  what  the 
payment  will  be.  Since  money  is  useless,  for 
none  of  us  can  decide  how  much  three  years 
of  hard  work  are  worth,  we  must  pay  with 
something  far  more  valuable-with  those  traits  of 
character  which  our  parents  and  our  teachers 
have  helped  us  to  develop-qualities  such  as 
courage,  tolerance,  and  honesty. 

As  we  enter  the  world  of  adulthood,  we  must 
enter  with  confidence.  We  should  show  those 
who  have  aided  us  that  we  are  strong  enough 
to  overcome  any  obstacles  that  may  arise. 
Because  we  have  this  obligation  to  perform, 
we  should  be  aware  of  what  part  of  ourselves 
we  shall  have  to  put  into  the  various  problems 
which  will  face  us  when  we  become  adults. 
Let  us,  for  the  next  few  minutes,  examine  some 
of  these  problems. 

We  were  born  during  a  war  unequalled  for 
brutality  in  the  annals  of  recorded  history. 
Some  of  us  had  relatives  who  died  amidst  almost 
incredible  horrors;  some  of  us  actually  fled  from 
those  horrors.  That  we  have  had  to  know  war 


from  the  beginning  of  our  lives  is  unfortunate, 
and  that  we  may  always  have  to  face  the 
threat  of  war  is  just  as  depressing.  If  we  are, 
therefore,  to  repay  our  parents  and  our  teachers, 
we  must  defend  freedom  and  give  to  the  fight 
for  freedom  a  precious  part  of  our  characters: 
courage. 

Those  of  us  who  are  going  to  college  this 
fall  are  going  primarily  because  we  wish  to 
prepare  ourselves  for  careers  in  later  life. 
College  can,  to  be  sure,  equip  us  for  various 
occupations;  but  it  can  also  equip  our  characters 
in  a  much  more  valuable  manner:  it  can  teach 
us  to  be  tolerant  of  other  people.  Thus  far  in 
our  lives,  we  have  been  relatively  free  from 
the  clutches  of  prejudice.  Although  we,  as  a 
whole,  represent  various  backgrounds  and 
religions,  we  have  managed  to  appreciate  and 
to  understand  the  ways  of  life  of  each  other. 
The  only  drawback,  however,  is  that  we  have 
seen  each  other  for  a  comparatively  short 
amount  of  time;  six  hours  a  day  is  not  nearly 
long  enough.  At  college,  we  shall  spend  many 
hours  of  each  day  with  strangers.  If  we  are  to 
derive  as  much  as  possible  from  the  next  four 
years,  we  must  attempt  to  exercise  tolerance  at 
all  times.  We  must  pay  for  our  journey  with  the 
mature  outlook  which  we,  as  adults,  must 
develop. 

To  discuss  the  corruption  of  modern  times  is 
not  pleasant,  but  it  is  so  prevalent  in  the  world 
that  it  deserves  mention  in  my  discussion  of  our 
future  problems.  Dishonesty  exists  everywhere: 
in  business,  in  government,  and  in  private  living. 
Each  day  brings  with  it  new  and  terrible  crimes; 
each  day  reveals  shocking  and  great  deceptions. 
Charles  Van  Doren,  who  has  had  to  pay  dearly 
for  his  dishonesty,  recently  wrote,  "Choices 
and  decisions  are  neither  partly  right  nor  partly 
wrong,  because  part  of  the  people  would  make 
them  one  way,  part  the  other."  The  temptation 
to  participate  in  wrongdoing  has  often  beckon- 
ed to  us.  The  chance  for  committing  acts  of 
vandalism  has  faced  us  many  times;  the  oppor- 
tunity for  cheating,  however  slightly,  has  fre- 
quently presented  itself  to  us.  If  we  have 
resisted  these  opportunities,  we  have  done  so  as 
a  result  of  the  influence  of  those  who  have 
sincerely  tried  to  instill  in  us  the  values  of  truth 
and  of  righteous  living. 

Our  debt  is  not  an  easy  one  to  repay,  for 
it  requires  many  virtues  which  are  difficult  to 
acquire  and  to  practice.  If  we  shirk  the  reponsi- 
bility  of  paying  this  debt,  we  are  leaving 
Classical  under  false  pretenses.  Thomas  Carlyle, 
in    speaking    of    the    dissipations    of  youth, 
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criticizes  those  who  preach  that  young  people 
must  wallow  in  a  "kind  of  mud-bath,  in  which 
the  youth  is,  as  it  were,  necessitated  to  steep 
and  to  cleanse  himself,  before  the  real  toga  of 
Manhood  can  be  laid  upon  him."  Carlyle  does 
not  think  that  youths  have  to  sow  wild  oats 
before  they  assume  the  burdens  of  adulthood. 
He  writes,  "Sin  and  Remorse  so  easily  beset 
us  at  all  stages  of  life,  and  we  are  always  such 
indifferent  company,  that  is  seems  hard  we 
should,  at  any  stage,  be  forced  and  fated  to 
meet  them." 

We  see,  therefore,  that  by  refusing  to  ac- 
knowledge our  debt,  we  shall  reap  a  harvest  of 
regret.  The  price  of  our  journey  is,  I  admit,  a 
great  one.  Courage,  tolerance,  and  honesty 
seem  impossible  to  attain,  when  cowardice  is 


near.  Robert  Burns,  in  one  of  his  poems,  tells 
us  that  "The  honest  man,  tho'  e'er  sae  poor,  is 
king  o'men."  Let  us  endeavor  to  be  honest  to 
our  convictions  and  to  our  responsibilities,  even 
though  we  shall  live  in  a  world  filled  with 
violence  and  concerned  with  material  wealth.
